workshops, cultural activities, court cases, lawyers 
meetings, and paralegal meermgs . 

A lot of the way we related t'O each o^ber in- 
side the armories and to people on the outside had 
r.o do with basic forms of ocganizar.icn that were 
set up before we even got there- Each persen was in 
an affinity group cf ten cc sixteen people a^d ^he 
affinity groups actually met in their home r:wrs 
at least once before leaving for Seabrook Wr 
talked there about ferms cf resistance, desigraced 
first aid and legal people, support people, "sp'^kes," 
and back-up "spokes."

At first the military commanders would ' cme 
to us about something and ^hey would want a ds'i-cn 
right new with no discussicn, and we said, ‘nc, we 
can’t do that. We have to meet in cur affinity 
groups ’ And over a period of time the commanders 
and even some of the judges accepted the facr 'hat 
they had to deal with our scructure-

ro have as well organized an infrastructure rfs'

NEW YORK (LNS) — In order to comply with ques- 
tionable Food and Drug Administration (FDA) regula- 
tions that do no more than enhance the appearance of 
crops, food producers in the United States over 
spray their crops wlch pesticides by 10 to 20% 

According to a Cornell University research 
team reporting in the March issue of BioScien'e, the 
FDA regulations concerning insect parts in vege- 
tables limit the presence of entirely harmless and 
even nutritionally beneficial insects, as well as 
blemishes that cannot be detected by the consumer 

The end result -- fruits and vegetables that 
are "all style" but of questionable "substance "

agreement set a seven year maximum on Armstrong s 
sentence. Armstrong returned to Madison the even- 
ing of May 5. 

In his first Madison court appeaiarce cn May 9, 
Arniscrong plead no contest to state charges of se_ond 
degree murder and arson, and was found guilty by 
Circuit Court Judge William Sachtjen. The emotional 
nature cf the trial was heightened by the appeatan..e 
of Donald Armstrong, Dwight’s father, who was tem- 
porarily released from a iocaj. hospital where he 
has been confined due to oancer- It was their 
first meeting in over seven years. 
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Ihe legal process chat Armstreng has gone 
through is very similar to that of David Fine, 
sentenced a year ago for inviiv ament in the same 
bombing. fine is presently serving a seven year 
sentence in a ledarai pris'on in Kentucky 

Armstrong's brother Karl was captured in 
Toronto in 1972. During his trial in 1973 witnesses 
t rom all over the c ount ry--Vi e t nam veterans, l..*al 
and nationally known anti -war activists, scientists, 
iaw^yers, doctors and a former U.S- Senatoi--te3tified 
on nis behalf. Each londemned the United Stater 
gene ci dal war policies in Indochina which the AMRC 
research helped make possible. But Karl was sen- 
tenced to 23 years, whii'h he is currently serving 
in a Wisconsin Stare penicentiary.
